OF EMBEZZLEMENT,
TAKES DISBARMENT

Richard A. Baron's Request
That Ruling Against Him
Be Made Absolute Grant-
ed by Court.

Judge Barratt, of Court of Common
Pleas No. 2, today muade absolute a rule
taken for the disbarment of Richard A,
Barron, an attorney with offices in the
Real Estate Trust Bullding, Ho wus bo-
fore the Board of Cengors charged with
embezzlement of funds from an estata of
which Justice Robert M. von Moschzisker,
of the Bupreme Court, and Henry P.
Bluekburne, are trustees. Barron studied
law in the same office with Justice von
Moschuisker meveral years ago,

The proceodings for Barron's disbar-
ment originited In a complaint sent the
Board of Censora in a letter dated July
20 by Justice von Mogchzlslker nnd his co-
trustee Blackburne. The estate In which
Harron misappropriated funds was not
disclosed but it Is belicved to be the
Hinckburne Kstate. ‘The protest agninst
Barron continulng the practice of an ot-
torney was as follows,

“We complain against Riehard A. Bar-
ron, of the Philadelphia bar, who has
represented an estate for which we are
trusteen, In the capuacity of un atltorney
and agent for somoe yenrs, It ling res
contly boon ascertnlned and brought to
our attention that Mr. Barron has de-
liharntely embezzled funds of sald estite,
which fact he has admitted In a written
statement showing hig defaleation; he
has also been gullty of other misap-
propriationa of funds entrusted to his
eare: therefore, we pray that proper
proceedings may be taken for his dis-
barment a8 one unfitted to occupy the
position of attorney at law.

The letter was signed by Robert M. Von
Moschzlsker and Henry P, Blackburne.
On the same day Barron wrote Lo the
board, stating, A rule to show cause
in disbarment proceedings against me
will he presented to the proper court
1 have no answer to make, and request
the court having charge of the matter
to make the rule absolute,

Judge Barratt before tuking action gave
Burron opportunity to appear and purko
himeelf of the churges, The judge stated
that while an exmmplo he made
of an attorney faithless In his trust to
his elient and the State, opportunity
should be afforded him to make an ex-
planation or show extenunting clreum-
stanees, The order of disbarment ls a8
follows: “And now, Soptember 23, 1014,
upon consldemtion of the foregoing petl-
tion and answer, the court males the
rule absolute and ordera the prothonotary
to send n copy of the rule and this
decrea to nll the courts”™

The petitioners for Barron's dlshar-
moent were represented by AL T, Johngon,
E18 Heal Estnte Trust Bullding. ‘This s
one of the few Instances where the prose.
eution of falthless attorneys s continued
by the Board of Censors to the point of
netunl disharment.

Fortesque Sells, of the Hritish armored
erutwer Aboukir, which was sunk with
her siater ships, the Hogue and Cressy,
in the North Bea by German submarines
yesterdny, is of especinl interest to Phila-
delphians, as Communder Sells was mar-
ried In thig oity, and has a brother-in-law
residing st Bala

The British naval oMesr was marricd
in 8t. Jamee Eplseopal Chureh, in 1907,
to Mrs, Augustn Balley, a sister of J. J.
Cornish, of Phlladelphla. Mrs. Balley,
who was a widow, lved In Hligland moat
of her life, and was vislting her brother
at his home here at the time.

Mr. Cornish snid today that Commander
Eells, who {8 3 years old, is one of the
most brilliant men in gunnery in the
British navy, as well R8s belng ons of the
youngest commanders In hit Majesty's
pervice. He had been gunnery Instructor
at Chatham, Devoanport and other places
He was formerly a lleutenant on the
British dreadnought Neptune, and was
raisad to the rank of commander only
Inst February.
